Go-ahead for Colville towers 

TWO residential tower blocks have been granted 
planning permission to help fund the rebuilding of much- 
needed new homes for social renting on a Hoxton estate. 
The third phase of the Council’s regeneration of the 
Colville Estate will be made up of two 1 6 to 20 storey 
towers containing 1 98 homes for private sale. These will 
pay for the cost of replacing 338 aging, uneconomical- 
to-refurbish existing Council homes for social renting on 
the site next to Shoreditch Park. 

The Colville Estate Tenants and Residents Association 
(CETRA) supported the planning application which was 
approved on 30 July. 

Facilities such as a new community centre, public 
square, community garden, space for shops and 
businesses, and the potential for local apprenticeships 
on the construction site are all part of the vision for 
Colville’s regeneration. 

Tenants have a right to return, with leaseholders offered 
a package of local options, including shared equity.

F ormer band 

member turned 
designer and bar 
owner, Paul Daly, 
has lived in Hoxton since 
the 1980s and would not 
dream of living anywhere 
else in London. 

His story reflects that of 
the area itself, which has 
been transformed over the 
past 30 years from post 
industrial wasteland to an 
arts and nightlife mecca. 

Paul studied fine art at 
Goldsmiths College, where 


he met Gary Hume and 
Sarah Lucas, who went on 
to achieve international 
renown as part of the 
Young British Artist 
group, which evolved 
from the East London 
arts scene. They moved 
to Hackney in 1988 after 
finding a derelict building 
in Hoxton Square to 
squat. 

Paul recalls: “I was really 
interested in property and 
in the area. What attracted 
me to Hoxton was that 


we needed somewhere to 
make art, and this place 
was derelict, so we all 
migrated here. When we 
first came to Hackney we 
thought we were going 
to get robbed - there 
was nobody here! It was 


nothing like it is now. 

“Nobody came here 
to go out until 1993. We 
were here for five years 
before then making art. 
There was just the Bass 
Clef jazz club in the square 
where Sarah Lucas worked 


as a waitress. 

By the 1990s things 
were changing, a number 
of pioneering clubs set up 
shop around Old Street, 
inspired by the DIY rave 
scene, and fuelled by the 
expanding community of 
artists, designers and web 
geeks that were drawn to 
the area. 

Paul went legit, buying 
the squat building and 
converting it into Zigfrid 
in 2003. It was in the 
pioneering wave of bars, 
clubs and restaurants, that 
now surround Hoxton 
Square, that sparked the 
Shoreditch nightlife scene. 

Originally from Dublin, 
Paul spent five years 
in Zambia and Ghana 
in the 1970s, while his 
father worked for various 
African airlines. 

He played in a number 
of bands in Dublin in the 
1980s, but found there 


weren’t that many live 
music venues to play at. It 
was this that inspired him 
to build a live music space 
downstairs at Zigfrid von 
Underbelly, which opened 
in 2005. 

Then in 2008, he opened 
Roadtrip in Old Street. 

The bar was later extended 
to contain a music venue, 
The Workshop. 

Having studied 
metalwork and design, as 
well as art, Paul was well 
equipped to design and fit 
out the unique interiors of 
his venues. 

Paul jokes he’s the only 
member of the class of 88 
still living in Hackney. So 
why does he continue to be 
based here? 

He says: “There’s 
no better borough. 

Where else in London has 
all this? It’s the greatest 
place in the world ... apart 
from Dublin!”

Cut bills in half with grants for 
home energy improvements 

A NEW £6.5million scheme that creates a one-stop shop 
for home energy improvements, and helps the owners 
pay for them, has been launched in Hackney. 

The Smart Homes project offers residents across 
Hackney and five other North London boroughs, easy 
access to grants of up to £6,000 for major green 
upgrades to their home - such as solid wall insulation - 
as well as subsidised energy assessments. 

The grants focus on Victorian and Edwardian terrace 
properties where simple, cheap energy upgrades can be 
difficult because of the period architecture. 

Backed by the Green Deal Communities Fund, the 
scheme is the first of its kind in the country and aims to 
make it simpler and more affordable for homeowners 
to carry out upgrades that could cut their energy bills in 
half. Unlike previous national schemes, residents will be 
able to arrange all the assessments, finances and work 
through one firm, reducing the hassle of dealing with 
scores of different suppliers and installation companies. 
Wherever possible the project will use local firms. 

The project is expected to be of benefit to around 
1,600 households in Hackney, Haringey, Camden, 
Enfield, Islington and Waltham Forest. It will initially 
run for one year, depending on demand.

RESIDENTS of Morland 
Estate in London Fields 
are raising money to 
transform a large 
outdoor space into an 
imaginative garden.

P ROFESSOR Henry 
Fawcett was the 
first blind Member 
of Parliament. Shot 
in the eyes as a young man, 
he later became Hackney’s 
second MP. 

Fawcett was born on 26 
August 1833, in Salisbury, 
the son of a draper and 
the Liberal mayor of the 
Wiltshire town. He studied 
Mathematics, Economics 
and Law at Cambridge 
where he was influenced 
by the radical views of 
Jeremy Bentham and John 
Stuart Mill, and planned to 
enter politics via a career 
at the bar. 

Over six feet tall, Fawcett 
was a keen sportsman and 
rower, but all this was 
to change after a tragic 
accident in September 1858 
left him completely blind. 

He had been shooting 
partridge with his father, 
who suffered from poor 
sight due to cataracts, when 
the elder man forgot that his 
son had walked ahead and 
aimed at a bird in front of 
him. Henry was peppered 
with shot, most of it stopped 
by his thick coat, but two 
fragments flew higher and 
pierced his eyeballs, causing 
irreparable damage. 

Aged only 25, and now 
prevented from studying 
law as he was unable 
to read, Fawcett was 
determined from the outset 
that his blindness would 
not hamper him however. 
Instead of going into politics 
via the law he forged a 
path from academia, 
becoming widely known 
through writing, speaking 
and debate. He returned 
to Cambridge early in 
1859, his studies turning 
to Political Economy, 
becoming a professor of the 
subject in 1863. 

The 1860s also saw him 
standing for election in 
Southwark and Cambridge, 
but he failed to win either 
seat. In fact, his own Liberal 
party managers were 
initially not confident of 
his prospects, one of them

commenting ‘Unknown, 
blind and not rich, was there 
ever such a madman?’ 

Fawcett was undeterred 
however, training himself to 
memorise documents and 
data, developing remarkable 
abilities of concentration, 
organisation and memory. 
He proved extremely 
popular with the public at 
meetings, partly because 
of his strength of mind to 
overcome his difficulties, 
and also because of his 
championing reforming 
social policies. 

He finally won a seat in 
Brighton in 1865, taking 
a large majority, and in 
the same year proposed to 
Elizabeth Garrett, the first 
female physician to train 
and practice in Britain. She 
refused his offer although 
they remained life-long 


friends. Eventually Fawcett 
married one of her younger 
sisters, Millicent, in 1867. 
They went on to become 
one of the most celebrated 
couples of the era, sharing 
a commitment to feminism, 
with Millicent playing a 
leading public role in the 
fight for women’s suffrage. 

At the general election 
of 1874, Fawcett lost his 
Brighton seat when Disraeli 
led the Conservatives into 
Government, but two 
months later he was elected 
to the safe Liberal seat of 
Hackney. Gladstone and the 
Liberals regained control 


of the country in 1 880 and 
Fawcett was subsequently 
made Post Master General. 

Able to envisage how 
the Post Office could bring 
wide economic and social 
benefits, Fawcett made 
a number of important 
reforms, including allowing 
small deposits to be made 
into the Post Office Savings 
Bank, greatly benefiting 
those on low wages. 

He lowered the charge 
for sending a telegram 
and expanded the service 
to small towns and rural 
areas. He also increased 
the number of pillar 


boxes, introduced postal 
services at railway stations, 
and pioneered the use of 
indicators on post boxes to 
show collection times. 

One of his most 
significant introductions 
was parcel post, which 
began in August 1882. At 
first there was considerable 
opposition to the idea from 
railway companies and 
even the Treasury, which 
doubted that the system 
could be profitable. But 
Fawcett himself was very 
excited by ‘the smartly 
painted red vans’ and 
especially ‘the extraordinary 
variety of objects posted’, 
as was humorously shown 
by a cartoon in the satirical 
magazine ‘Punch’. By 
the end of the first year 
over 20 million parcels 
had been delivered. 


Henry Fawcett held 
his Hackney seat until 
his sudden death on 6 
November 1884 after a cold 
developed into pleurisy. 

He died in Cambridge with 
his beloved wife Millicent 
and sister-in-law Elizabeth 
at his bedside. His passing 
was mourned as much by 
the lower classes for whom 
he had worked so hard as it 
was by his fellow MPs. His 
connection with Hackney is 
today commemorated in the 
name of the Fawcett Estate 
at Clapton Common.

‘Writing Home’ marks the centenary of the First World War 


THE Geffrye Museum is set 
to run a year-long project 
which focuses on the life of 
Private Arthur Webb, who 
died 10 days before the end 
of the First World War. 

The Hoxton museum 
was awarded £8,600 by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund for 
‘Writing Home’, a project 
which aims to engage young 


people by giving them an 
insight into how families 
like Private Webb’s lived at 
the time. Arthur joined the 
Machine Gun Corps in 1914 
and was killed when he was 
just 20-years-old. 

His personal belongings, 
including letters sent to his 
sister from the front line, 
alongside the museum’s 1910 


period room, will be used to 
explore the stories of those 
left behind and the impact the 
war had on everyday life. 

‘Writing Home’, which 
begins in September, will 
include a theatre-in-education 
session, an exhibition of 
children’s written work, 
and a family day for 14 to 
24-year-olds to develop their 


understanding of the conflict. 

Janice Welch, interim head 
of learning at the Geffrye 
Museum, said: “The project 
will actively encourage 
participants to learn more 
about the First World War 
and develop new skills.”

VOLUNTEERS are needed to join a 
dedicated team of mums who have 
been trained to mentor vulnerable 
pregnant women in Hackney. 

The ‘bump buddies’ programme 
supports expectant mothers 
throughout pregnancy and early 
parenthood by helping them 
make healthier choices, offering 
information, and guiding them to 
maternity services. 

Volunteer bump buddy Ingrid said: “For me being a bump 
buddy is about meeting wonderful people. Honestly, you 
become very close and that’s definitely the best part - 
seeing friends turn into family.” 

Issues which might affect women in pregnancy include 
loneliness, lone parenting, language barriers, disability, 
domestic violence, ill health and poor diet, mental health 
issues, risk of homelessness and financial instability.

The Council’s latest 
statistics show a quarter 
of over- 18s in the borough 
smoke. Each year in 
Hackney, an estimated 200 
people die prematurely 
from a smoking-related 
disease, and around 1,500 
are admitted to hospital 
due to smoking-associated 
health problems.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

•1 teaspoon cinnamon 

•1 tbs light brown sugar 

•2 medium peaches 

• 1 60g plain flour (half wholemeal/half 
white) 

•1 teaspoon baking powder 

• 1 0Og unsalted butter, at room 
temperature 

•70g light brown sugar 

•2 large eggs, at room temperature 

•3 tablespoons yoghurt 

•1 teaspoon vanilla extract. 

Method 

• Preheat oven to 1 70C. Grease a 
nine-inch cake tin then dust lightly 
with flour 


• Combine the tablespoon of sugar and half a 
teaspoon of cinnamon in a medium-sized bowl. Pitt 
and chop the peaches into eight wedges and add to 
the mixture, tossing the wedges to coat them 

• In a bowl, sift the flour and baking powder together. 
Cream the butter and remaining 70g of sugar 
until the mixture is light and fluffy. Add the eggs, 
yoghurt and vanilla and beat to incorporate, then 
add the flour mixture a little at a time until it has 
just combined 

• T ransfer the batter to the prepared pan and spread 
in an even layer. Arrange the peach wedges in a 
circular pattern and sprinkle the remaining half 
teaspoon of cinnamon on top 

• Bake for 35 to 45 minutes, or until a toothpick 
inserted in the centre of the cake comes out clean. 
Cool for at least an hour before serving. The cake 
can be stored (well wrapped) at room temperature 
for two days.

Power to make general vesting declaration 

1 The London Borough of Hackney (hereinafter called “the Council”) may acquire any of the land 
described in the Schedule above by making a general vesting declaration under section 4 of the 
Compulsory Purchase (Vesting Declarations) Act 1 981 . This has the effect, subject to paragraph 4 
below, of vesting the land in the Council at the end of the period mentioned in paragraph 2 below. 

A declaration may not be made before the end of a period of two months from the first publication 
of a notice which includes this statement except with the consent in writing of every occupier of the 
land affected. 

Notices concerning general vesting declaration 

2 As soon as may be after the Council make a general vesting declaration, they must serve notice of it 
on every occupier of any of the land specified in the declaration (except land where there is one of 
the tenancies described in paragraph 3) and on every person who gives them information relating to 
the land in pursuance of the invitation contained in any notice. When the service of notices of the 
general vesting declaration is completed, a further period begins to run. This period, which must not 
be less than 28 days, will be specified in the declaration. On the first day after the end of this period 
(“the vesting date”) the land described in the declaration will, subject to what is said in paragraph 

4, vest in the Council together with the right to enter on the land and take possession of it. Every 
person on whom the Council could have served a notice to treat in respect of his interest in the land 
(other than a tenant under one of the tenancies described in paragraph 3) will be entitled to claim 
compensation for the acquisition of his interest in the land, with interest on the compensation from 
the vesting date. 

Modifications with respect to certain tenancies 

3 In the case of certain tenancies, the position stated above is subject to modifications. The 
modifications apply where the tenancy is either a “minor tenancy” i.e. a tenancy for a year or a 
yearly tenancy or a lesser interest, or “a long tenancy which is about to expire”. The latter expression 
means a tenancy granted for an interest greater than a minor tenancy but having on the vesting 
date a period still to run which is not more than the period specified in the declaration for this 
purpose (which must not be more than a year).
